BARING ROBBERIES. 2 


Whe Dodges of Pearl and Diamond 
Thieves In London. 

There is no more daring robber 
than the man who makes jewels his 
speciality, as the recent theft of a 
pearl necklace, of which the selling 
price was fixed at £150,000, while 
in transit between Paris and Lon- 
don, goes to prove. In this case a 
package, dispatched by registered 


; Dost, containing the pearls, arrived 


in London on July 16th last wih 
only neatly-arranged pieces of 
French sugar and some sawdust in 
it. The thief must have extracted 
the pearls after the parcel containing 
them had been posted in Paris and 
before it was delivered to Mr. Mar 
Mayer, the owner, at Hatton @arden. 

Probably Hatton Garden has been 
the scene of more jewel robberies 
than any other thoroughfare in Lon- 
don, On dne occasion a traveler in 
the employ of a large diamond firm 
drove in a four-whecled cab toa 
house in the Garden, When enter- 


vehicle two large black handbags 
containing jewelry. Presently a lad 
in the uniform of a messenger walk- 
ed up to the cab, and, remarking to 
the driver that his fare would be 
out in a few minutes, entered the 
house. That was the last secn of 
him, and the bags were never recov- 
ered, The lad had got safely away 
with 400 gold bracelets, 600 gold

How Environment In Time Renders 
Humanity Immune. 

Civilization brings a host ef dis- 
éases in its train. The extremists of 
the back-to-nature cry have gone 60 
far as to declare that civilization ts 
j a disease. But it is only just begin- 
ning to be clearly perceived that 
| civilisation is its cwn disease, that 
it preys upon itself, and that the 
‘ aim of man is not to be civilized, but 


to avoid being civilized, though us- | 


ing to the full the opportunities that 
j civilization affords. 

Perhaps an illustration may make 
this quite clear. Measles is a defin- 
ite germ disease, It ia widely spread 
over the earth, but not by any means 
universally spread; for example, it 
seems to have been unknown among 
the North American Indians prior to 
| the comin: of the Spaniards. As a 
conseqyence, when an epidemic of 
| measles strikes an Indian settlement 
the morfality is tremendous and in 
some cases an entire village has been 


child perishing from measles. 
among the white race, the disease 
has been so prevalent that it has be- 
come one of the common maladies of 
childhood and is hardly dreaded 
with regard to its fatal effect. 
The white race, therefore, by hav- 
ing had these diseases for many 
| thoysand years has built up an 
organism that is almost immune, or 
in other words it has perfected its 
resistance to a hostile environment. 
Especially ia this true in the 
world of work and thought. Too 
| hard work is one of the diseases of 
civilization. But the very fact of 
the compulsion of enduring life, al- 
though working too hard, has en- 
abled a man or a woman to endure 
, heavy toil and has developed the 
' human race to that extent. Hight or 
ten hours of continuous toil to a 
race not accustomed to it would kill 
1 it off speedily. The same {s true 
about thinking. ‘The Bushman and 
Negritoes, for example, can by no 
means follow a conversation with 
each other for more than two min- 
utes, and when a white man learns 
their tongue and tries to talk to 
them, at the end of three or four

The 
former is preferable, as the mark 
cannot be obliterated, whereas it is a 
simple matter for the tape to be re- 
moves and replaced by another piece 
with some one else's initials. With cer. 
tain article®, such as stockings and 
other garments the texture of which 
will not permit of the use of ink, tape 
must of course be uscd. 

The place where the mark should 
appear fs a matter of individual taste, 
but It {s most useful in that part which 
can bo most easily scen when the 
article is folded and put away. Yor 
Instance, stockings should be marked 
at the inside of the top of the leg, 
tablecloths on the under side at the 
corner, nightdresses at the bottom of 
the front opening or at the Inside of 
the back of the collar band. 

Articles of a similar kind fn use at 
the same time should, {n addition to 
the initials, be marked with numbers 
as well. For Instance, in the case of 
handkerchiefs they should be marked 
with the initials of the owner, under 
which should be put numbers 1, 2, 8 
and so on; the same with stockings, 
nightdresses, serviettes, tablecloths, 
shects and, in fact, everything that 
can be marked at all. They should 
then be placed in the drawer or linen 
cupboard, as the case may be, with 
the numbers in consecutive order. If 
they are then taken out for use {n their 
right order and replaced in the same 
manner after washing, one article will 
not receive more than its fair share of 
use. Thus, if handkerchiefs numbered 
1 to G had been used and washed, they 
should be replaced under those num- 
bored 7 to 12, so that they will not 
be used again before tho latter. Again, 
if tablecloth No. 2 1s to go to the 
laundry, you will know that it Is now 
the turn of No, 8, and No. 1 will not 
be brought into use out of its proper

GOING BACK FOR GOLD. 


Col. MacGregor Will Look Up Long 
Neglected Ficld. 

About thirty-five years ago a party 
of prospectors, while exploring the 
north-western slope of the Rocky 
Mountains in British Columbia, came 
upon promising indications in a se- 
cluded valley, hidden in the depths 
of what was then the great wilder- 
ness beyond the divide.

EDMONTON EXPAND, 


|Mayor of Alberta's Capital Was 
Chief Executive of Town In 1902! 
and Retired Later, But Single

William Short, K.C., Mayor of Iid- 
/monton, will be remembered a very 
long while as the man who, in 1902, 
became for three successive years 
mayor of what was then a fur town, 
and !n 1912, because he had taken a 
very live bull by the horns and suc- 
cessfully got him :ornered, was re- 
j clected chicf magistrate of a city. In 
|the efght years that William Short 
{was a private citizen Edmonton 
‘changed from a clattering furpost 
town to an energizing young city of 
modern fdeas and progressive busi- 
ness, But it didn’t succeed in out- 
growing W. B. Short. He was born 
{n Elora, studied law in Ontario, and 
in 1894 was admitted to the Alberta 
Bar—-which was then about as ser- 
fous as the bottom bar in a fence-gap. 
Mere legality never made W. B. 
Short the character he {fs to-day. It 
was the country and the town. Short 


panned out gold along the Cariboo, . 


and from there had pushed on in the 
hope of finding new fields. They 
wero interested for a time in a 
gravel bank on a tributary of the 
Omineca River, where one hundred 
dollars a day were secured for every 
man working on tho bank, 
Pushing on, the party came to the 
valley in which they found most 
promising indications; but the sca- 
son was far advanced, the supplies 
were running short, and the party 
was obliged to leave the valley be- 
fore thoroughly testing its worth. 
Returning to camp, the men separat- 
ed; and of that party, only one mem- 
ber is alive to-day-—-Colonel Donald 
MacGregor, of Williamstown, Glen- 
garry, Ont. He knows the location 
of the valley where gold was found, 
but which was left unexplored, and 
he has now under consideration an 
expedition to the distant place 
among the still unexplored wilds of 
the western slope of the Rockies. 
Col. MacGregor was in British

Much later, and when the 
Klondike was the latest 1 Dorado, 
he spent ten years in the Yukon, 
principally at Dawson City, where he 
was chairman of the celebrated Citi- 
zens’ Committee that brought about 
reform in the government of tho 
famous mining canp.
